Of the Rain-bow.

Of Thuader. 


Thunder js an exhalation hot and dry , which being 
drawn up into the middle Region of the Air, and there 
incloſed in the body of a thick cold cloud ( ſo rhat the 
hotneſs of the'exhalarion cannot agree with the coldnels 
of the place) it fuddainly breakerh our , and renteth the 
cloud aſurider ;* which violent eruption maketh a noiſe 
like the renting of - cloath, or the quenchieg of a hot-iron 
in cold water, which we call Thunder : yet if the exhala- 
tion be (ſmall ,: and rhe cloud in all places not of equal 
thickneſs ; then it breaketh out of thoſe places with a kind 
of huzzing only. Burt it the exhalation be great in quantl- 
ty, and very hot and dry in quality , andthe clouds alſo 
yery thick and apt to rerain ir, that it cannor'eafily eſcape 


out, it doth ſo vehemently ſhake the clouds, that it cauſeth | 


a terrible noiſe, rumbling like the crack of a great gun, & 
ſpecially when ir burſteth rhe cloud aſunder-,* and* hath; 
liberty to pals into the open air ; inſomuch rhat the cloud 
being thus broken and diflolved: by the heat of the exha- 
lation, it falleth downwards', and then follows ( for the 
moſt part) a violent ſhower of rain.'- 1 I *
